THE INSTRUCTION. 


Tue Celebration of the Holy Communion, the 
Holy Eucharist, is the great Christian Sacrifice, 
instituted by our. Lord Jesus Christ in the night in 
which He was betrayed, to be a perpetual memorial 
of His Precious Death and Sacrifice until His com- 
ing again. 


Bread and Wine, as the Lord hath commanded, 
are blessed and consecrated by His priest to become 
His Body and Blood. 


The Sacrifice of the Cross is set forth and pleaded 
before the Blessed Trinity in a Holy Mystery, and 
Christ offers Himself at the hands of His priest, 
the divinely appointed representative of the body of 
the faithful assisting, as a Perfect Oblation and 
Satisfaction for the sins of the whole world. 


The Holy Eucharist is the Christian’s supreme 
act of self-dedication in the Christian Fellowship 
through Christ to the Father. It is also the Church’s 
most powerful act of intercession.

THE CREED. 

I BELIEVE in one God the Father Almighty, Maker 
of heaven and earth, And of all things visible and 
invisible :

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THE OFFERTORY. 


This part of the Service is called the Offertory. 
(1) Because it is the offering of bread and wine. (2) 
Because it is the custom for the congregation to 
make an offering here to God. On the Altar there 1s 
a small plate called the Paten: on this are placed 
breads made of the best and purest wheat. The 
priest then takes with him to the side of the Altar 
a cup called the Chalice. He pours some wine into 
the Chalice, and mixes a few drops of water with 
the wine, because there was water mixed with the 
wine at the Institution of the sacrament of the Lord’s 
Supper. Then the priest goes to the middle of the 
Altar and offers the bread and wine to God, because 
by the power of God they are to become verily and 
indeed the Body and Blood of Christ. Then the 
priest washes his hands before proceeding with the 
service. This is called the Lavabo.

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and rightly and duly administer thy holy Sacra- 
ments. And to all thy people give thy heavenly 
grace; and especially to this congregation here 
present; that, with meek heart and due reverence, 
they may hear, and receive thy holy Word; truly 
serving thee in holiness and righteousness all the 
days of their life. And we most humbly beseech 
thee, of thy goodness, O Lord, to comfort and suc- 
cour all those who, in this transitory life, are in 
trouble, sorrow, need, sickness, or any other ad- 
versity. And we also bless thy holy Name for all 
thy servants departed this life in thy faith and fear; 
beseeching thee to give us grace so to follow their 
good examples, that with them we may be partakers 
of thy heavenly kingdom.

and all other benefits of his passion. And here we 
offer and present unto thee, O Lord, ourselves, our 
souls and bodies, to be a reasonable, holy, and living 
sacrifice unto thee; humbly beseeching thee, that we, 
and all others who shall be partakers of this Holy 
Communion, may worthily receive the most precious 
Body and Blood of thy Son Jesus Christ, be filled 
with thy grace and heavenly benediction, and made 
one body with him, that he may dwell in us, and we 
in him. And although we are unworthy, through 
our manifold sins, to offer unto thee any sacrifice, 
yet we beseech thee to accept this our bounden duty 
and service, not weighing our merits, but pardoning 
our offences, through Jesus Christ our Lord; by 
whom, and with whom, in the unity of the Holy 
Ghost, all honour and glory be unto thee, O Father 
Almighty, world without end. Amen.
